During the present session of the Impe- 
rial Parliament whilst the Army Estimates 
for 1862-3 were under discussion, Mr. A. 
Mills offered a resolution declaring, "That 
this House while fully recognize Ilia claims 
of all portions of tho British Empire to Im- 
perial aid in their protection against perils 
arising from Imperial policy, is of opinion 

that colonies exercising the right of self- | l0 P" sa 'I'" Fn 
, ,, • nil llie civic in 

government oue;ht, to undertake the main res- 
ponsibility of providing for their own internal 
order and security.' This however did not 
suit the views ol Mr. Baxter, who added— 
"that such Ol Ionics ought to assist in their own 
external defence." With the passage of 
this resolution and amendment, on entirely 
new doctrine has been inaugurated respect- 
ing military expenditure in ihe colonies. 
Hitherto all the expense of the defence and 
protection of the colonies both external and 
internal, has been borne by ihe Imperial 
Government, with the exception of (he Aus- 
tralian provinces, New Zealand, Cape of 
Good Hope, Ceylon and Manritiu. The 
armv estimates for llie colonies lor lsiii-.'i is 
£3. 718, -467; and out of this sum ihe four lasl 
named colonies will repay £109.280, but the 
amount from Australia is uncertain. British 
North America pays nothing ; yet the esti- 
mate for Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova 
Scotia, is £1, 035, 152, and British Columbia 
£8,396. The self-governing colonies, who 
will have lo provide wholly for their internnl 
order and security and assist in their external 
defence, are according to the under Secretary, 
Mr. Fortescue. Canada, New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, New Foundland, Prince Ed- 
wards Island, and Vancouver Island, in 
America; New South Wales, Queensland. 
Victoria, South Australisa, New Zealand and 
Tasmania, in Australia; and Cape of Good 
Hope and Natal in Africa — fourteen self- 
governing colonies in all. although it is 
somewhat ludicrous to style this a self- 
governing colony. With the exception of 
British America, nearly all the leading colo- 
nies pay something tosupport the army. Creat 
iinininiity was manifested by leading mem- 
bers of both /louses on the que.-tiou. Mr. 
Gladstone held in support of the new doc- 
trine, that "no community which is not 
primarily charged with the ordinary busi- 
ness of its own defence is really, or can 
bo, in the full sense of the woid, a bee 
community.'' And that 10 enjoy free- 
dom, burdens have to he borne. Am ng 
other speakers was Mr. Halliburton, "Sam 
Slick," who repudiated the idea of making 
the colonies pay any part ol the army Bali 
mates Such, no doubt, will be the general 
feeling in the Eastern Provinces. So long a- 
they are deprived of a voico in the national 
councils, so long as they are not j.ermilu'd to 
have their own say in making war or peace, 
just so long will the payment of army e-ti- 
mates be siibjeotionahle either lor internal 
or external defence. If matters be sufficient- 
ly quiet in the States for Ihe Imperial Cov- 
eminent to withdraw Ibe reinforcements sent 
to the provinces last fall, there is no doubt 
but they will retire to England in Ihe

McQuade & Co.'s schooner North Star, Capt 
Jones, arrived this morning from Stickocu Ithcr 
which point ihe left on the 9th inst. 

Several canoes filled with miners left for up- 
liver on the 9th. The river was reported clear of 
ice for a distance of 12 miles from the mouth and 
the ice breaking away rapidly. 

The party reported by the Robecca to have gone 
\ip the river on a prospecting tour, returned to Ihe 
mouth for a supply of fresh provisions. They re- 
ported excellent prospects, and had left again for 
the scone of labor. 

"Buck" Choquotte told the miners that when 
in Victoria ho had not said how good the diggings 
■were. They are much better than any account 
le had had published in the Colonist. 

The miners, in consequence of thciie reports, 
•were in oxcollent spirits, and were all getting ready 
to move up. "Buck" and party have started up. I

Provisions are plenty, in tho hands of miners 
Capt. Whitford who opened a store at tho mouih 
of the Stickoen Kiver, had sold nearly all his stock 
out.

The road be- 
low Williams Lake was lined with pack trains and 
men. Three trains with grub weie met by our in- 
formant at Williams Lako on ihe 18th, and Hutch- 
inson's train was met one day Ibis sideof the Lake. 
There is no fear but that they will be able to pack 
right through to Quesnelle City without any de- 
tention on account of bad roads. The trail is in 
fine travelling condition —much better than at this 
year, and provisions must be in great 
abundance at the Forks by this time. Many head 
of beef-eatte, wintered on the Bonaparte, all in ex- 
cellent condition, were met on the wav up. Busi- 
ness is lively at all Ihe towns. Some 10,000 lbs. of 
flour, left over from last year, are at the Forks of 
Quesnelle; it is sold at $80 per 100 lbs., which is 
considered a reasonable figure at this time of the 
year.

EunxntlNO Tin; Dead. — A Washington cor- 
respondent gives the following account of the pro- 
cess of embalming adopted there : 

The body is placed oo an inclined platform, tho 
mouth, cars, nose, etc., are stopped with cotton; 
if wounded, cotton ii put in the wound and a 
plaster in put on ; an inci-ion is made in the wrist, 
the attachment is made from an air-pump, ami 
fluid injected throughout tho arteries. The wound 
is then sewed up and tile body is hoisted up to 
dry. To save the eyes from sinking, wax is put 
under the eyelids. 'ihe hair I found to come out 
very easily, but after the embalming it could not 
be removed. The bodies take, on an average, a- 
bout sevon quarts, but Oen Landers took 17 quart .
